The United SüHes Suprème 
CuurL reinforced the solid “iron 
Curtsin" belweon prison ininates 
and the U.S, Cuustitution last 
week with three decisions volding 
prisoners’ right to media inter¬ 
views, legal counsel and cross- 
examuiation at disciplinair hear¬ 
ings and the right of ex-felons to 
vote. 

These antidemocratic deci- 
slons are the handiwörk of the 
Nixon-appointed, reacliOnéTy jns- 
tices on the Supreme Courl, 
placed there to mis in terprat the 
Constitution and U> give legal 
status to iUegai oud un Cotistitu- 
tional acts of the Mixen admini- 
fltraüon. 

The decisions strike at the most 
baste rights gun ra meed all U.S. 
citisens by the IJ.$. Consütmion. 
With these decisions the Su¬ 
prème Court has violated frec- 
dom of the press, the public's 
right to know r freedom of speech, 
due process of law, the right to 
legal counsel and the right to 
croas-exainine one's accusers, for 
a sizablle group of U.S. citizens. 

In addition, the high courE has 
cömpletely ignored the foct that 
ex’felons are allegedly “rehabili- 
lated/' "correctcd/ T upon their 
release from prison and parole, 
They are supposed to have "'paid 
theïr debl to society .’ 1 

These rulings, together with 
scvertd that have preceded them 
du ring this Suprème Court's 
sittingp illustrpte how Nixon’s 
strategie appnintments have sub- 
verted the allcged independente 
of the highest judicia I body in the 
land and braught it under the 
politÊcal sway of the present 
adminislralton. 

This, together with Nükoè/s 
cOntfüued assOrtion of "executive 
privilegetotally <Iestroys the 
principle of Executiva, Judicinl, 
Legislative checks and balances, 
places the E&ecutive and Judicia! 
under hls solo control and l.esves 
only the Tiegislative brunch over 
which the messes of the Ameri¬ 
can people mainlain any seis- 
blanco of control. 

As Nixon must go, so must his 
judicia] robots, Suprème Court 
justïces can be forced to resign 
through massive public and legis- 
lativo pressure, Jf they refuse, 
they also cao be impeached, 

When we clean Out Lhe White 
House, as we must beforo it is too 
late, we must mot f orgel to clean 
out the Nixon puppets in the 
Supreme Court. ü

wtigés, etc., etc, Yel, this NCLC 
guy says Nixon's not guilty, A 
Black worker at lunch started to 
read the leaFlet. He got as far as 
“President Nixon is not guiUty,'' 
put the leaflet down t and said, 

1 Thafs all I need to know. If they 
(NCLC) say that t then they must 
be friends of Nixon, And any 
friend of Tricky’s is my enemy." 

3, He says he thinks bosses end 
supervisors are "pretty good 
people /' He works at our plant su 
he must be talking about our 
bosses. These bosses have Lold 
our men that if they cornplain 
about working conditions (safety 
hazards), they wlll get sent home.

1 Washington, D.c.l - Prisoners 
du nut have the right to have 
Jawyers or to cross-examlne wit- 
nesses du ring discLpbnaiy hear¬ 
ings, the Suprème Court ruled 
last w r eek, The ruling was One of 
three handed down by the Nixün 
high court in an ftttempt to legally 
abollsh inmale rights. 

The court also declared that 
newsmen hnve nö Constitutional 
right to dom and interviews with 
prison inmates and prisoners 
have no Constitutional right to 
demaiid interviews with newsmen 
and in n third ruling aimed at 
prisoners, the Court said that 
est-felenjs who have aerved their 
sentence m have no right to vote. 

These cold-b lood ed moasures 
are the work of a Preaidential 
administratiün bent on keeping 
politic ally cunscious prisuners 
behind bars, halting important 
Information possessed by inmatos 
trom reaching the public und 
preventi ng former prison inmates 
from rcturning to society as fully 
participating citizens. 

The d edsion concern ing disci- 
piinary hearings | Wol ff vs. Mc* 
DonneU} applies to both f ede ral 
and state prisons, The ease was 

initially brought by inmates at the 
Nebraska Penal and Correctiónal 
Complex, iai Lincoln, who charg- 


ed that the facility'.^ disciplinary 
procedures failed to cotnply with 
CönslitutiDnal stand ards of due 
process. 

Thé prisoners further ram- 
plained that the institution’s 
Sn mate legal asaistance program 
was CenstitutionalLy inadequate 
and that regulations concérning 
the inapeetion of mail betwee-n 
inmates and théir ïittorneys w'ere 
un-ConsLitutionally re strlctive, 

In the tito 3 decision, the Court 
aaid, in effect, that granting 
prisoners righta at disciplinary 
hearings wou ld ' 'tend tó ré düCé 
their utility as a meabs to further 
correctïonal goals." 

The Court tried to cHEnouflagf: 
ils denial of prisoner rights by 
ruling that in cases w r here au 


in mate stands to suffer the loss of 
accuroiilated "good time" credit* 
er confinement in a disc.iplinary 
cel!, he is entitled to roceive 
writlen notice of the charges 
against him 24 hours before hia 
hearing, and also, he should be 
allo wed to call wïtnesaes and 
present evident» "when permib 
ting him to do sü wül nol be 
imduly hazardous to institutional 
safely or corréPtional goals." 

Thé Suprème Court decision 
denying press interviews with 
priaoners canié on separate Saw- 
suïts, one filédi by four San 
Quentin Prison inmates cballen g- 
ïng Califomia prison regulations 
and another by the Washington 
Post questioning aimilar federal 
prison rules, 

Iti both cases the Supretne 
Court overtumed lower court 
rulings granting newsmen great* 
ér access to speeific prisoners 
ünleëb there were important dis* 
ciplinary or adminislrntive rea- 
sons for nnt tloing so, In the 
Califomia case, the Court struck 
down a decision by a threè-judge 
U,S, District Court holding that a 
rule banning interviews with 
speoific inmates was un-Consli- 
tutionaL 

Dissénting in the 5 to 4 
decision, Justice l^ewis F, Powell, 
Jr,, flflid he "would hokt that 
Ca! ï for oio's absolute ban against 
prisoner press interviews imper- 
miasibly reslrains the abüïty of 
the press to perform its Consiila- 
tionally estftblished funetion of 
infomiing the pi?-t>ple on the 
conduct of their govemment."

NEW FEDERAL 
PRISON FOR 
"BEHAVIOR 
MODIFICATION” 

TO OPEN 

(Butner, N.C.) - The Federal 
Center for Correctional Research, 
nearing compktión on 42 acres 
near here is being announced as a 
J ‘prison without bars," The pria- 
on consists of seven one-story 
housing units construcied around 
a "community green” with « 
cafetaria., barbar shop, chapel, 
recrealional building, theater and 
dasaroom space, There are no 
bars in the cel! Windows. fnstead, 
a tough, elear plastic is used. 
There are no guard towers, bul a 
doublé fence surrounds the peri¬ 
meter. 

BRAINWASHING 

Löoking at the proposed pur- 
poses of this "prison without 
bars, a casual observer might 
think it o Progressive step toward 
prïsors reform. Hó we ver, the 
esterna! "prison luxuries" of this 
facility are actuallv to aid in the 
brainwashing of the 34CT prison 
inmaten tobe housëd in the unit. 
One hundred forty "acutely dis- 
lurbed mental patients" will be 
housed in one scction and 200 
"selected normal volun teers" in 
four ether research units. 

The purpose of the Center is to 
research ncw methods of tratiqui- 
lizing activist and rebellious 
prison ars. The mental patients 
and vuhmteers wül include Pro¬ 
gressive , resisting imnates re> 
cruited from the eells of federal 
prisons throughoui the country, 
They will be hu man guinen pigy 
for expertmerls and studies 
involving psychiatrie "game play- 
ïng,'" massive drugging* electro* 
shock and psychosurgnry—all 
aimed to alter inmates' behavior 
so thal doctors can deveiop beiter 
ways to control men. 

A ïü-momber team headed by 
the Rev, Dr. Charles E, Cobb of 
New York City, execulive dircctor 
for the Commission for Racial 
Justice of the United Church of 
Chri^t, hus charged that the 
psychoJogical program planned 
by Dr. Martin Groder. the warden 
of the prison and the head 
paychiatrist, "is designed to 
make in malos behave sub mis ¬ 



belled, proiested , sued and even 
committed suïcide to avoid 
"behavior modification " pro¬ 
grams. 

sively wilhin the prison environ¬ 
ment bul does nol prepare them 
to function effectively in their 
communities upon release." 

Dr. Peter R. Breggin, head of 
the Center for the Sludy of 
Psychlatry in Washington, D.C., 
and a momber of Dr Cobb's 
team. says, "This sort of research 
is aimed at keu ping control in the 
prisons, naton heiping inmates to 
get out. IVs brainwashing uiider 
the guise of behavior modifieu*- 
tion." 

Dr. Groder denies these charg¬ 
es, calling them "propaganda 
frorn a group of politically moti- 
vated peeplu who dun'! believe in 
prisons at ali," Groder says that

(New York, N.YJ - Appuint- 
ment of a ‘ prison ombudsman" 
(neutra! obsorver/mediatorl to 
investiguie complaints of inmatea 
in federal prisons waa recom- 
mended here last week by an 
invBBtigative team of the Cum- 
mission for Racial Justice of the 
United Church of Christ. 

The 10 -member team, head cd 
by the Kev. Dr. Charles E. Cobb, 
executive director of the Oommis- 
siun, on June 11 issued its final 
report on an investigation of the 
new Federal Center for Correc- 
tional Research, now onder con- 
struction at Butner, No-rth CarO- 
lina. 

The investigation, held Febru- 
ary 14'IB in Durham, Norlh 
Carollna, was aimed at deter- 
mïning whether inmates of the 
facility will be subjecls of medical 
and psychulügicat experiments, 
The group recomxnendcdr 

1. A Citizens" Coverning 
Board, composed of snniates, 
kcal and national community 
leaders, minorittes and profes- 
sïonalg, be created to aversee all' 
future operatións of the Federal 
Center for. Correctiona] Research 
and to rc-evaluate its program 
and proposed research services. 

2, That the staff of the Federal 
Center for Correctional Research 
be composeri of Ü3-50 per cent 
mmorlty personnel and that this 


many of the Folynesian prisoners 
in tcfday's jails are victims of this 
injustice. Therefore they are 
politica! prisoners, We DEM AND 
freedom for all Polynesiun pediti- 
cal prisoners. 

Huusing for the Folynesian 
people and nther oppressed peo¬ 
ple must be made fit for the

At the center of the ccmtroversy 
is Ihe lilack-owned Foxs-Lynn 
Corp./CaJiforma, which w r a,s fired 
last week by the Coklnnd School 
Board as a subcontractor on the 
multi-million dollar "Safe 
Quake" conslruction project for 
the alleged fiuluie Lo post bond 
for ihe ilSthLHX) worth of etectri- 
cal werk involved. 

Al Lynn, lic-ad of Foxs-Lynn, 
aaserls that hï^ firm is being 
victimised by both the School 
Board and Roberts Construction, 
Ihe genera! conlracior for the 
entire project. Of the 22 subcon¬ 
tractors hired by Roberts Con¬ 
slruction, only four, including 
Foxx-Lynn, wore reqpired to pust 
bond. 

Making Foxx-Lynn's situation 
hroader than the pliglit of one 
individual company are severat 
factors. For example, as a small 
Black firm, Fcncx-Lynn oever 
vi'orked on a job tb is si?.e before. 
Because of this, regardless of the 


quulity of their w r ork. Black 
subcontractors tiko Foxx-Lynn are 
not in the finonciftl pOsitiOn to 
pusl honds la type of Insurance in 
construciion workl for the more 
luerptjve jobs. Since they cannot 
get the botter jobs, the smal! 
Black firms are tmablü to prosper 
and gr ow and. the well-known 
vtcious racist circle continues. 

A second factor is the School 
Board's fa dure to onderstand the 
dire need for jobs in t he Black and 
minority communïties in Oak- 
Iwnd. Exccpt for Foxx-Lynn, 
Roberts hired no other minority 


subcontractors to work on a 
conatruction job at a school with a 
97 por cent Black ênrollment. 

Related to this is the fact that 
the School Board ,has refused to 
force Roberts to euinply wtth 
affirmative action polides in all 
aapecta of the conatruction job. 
The only jobs made available for 
Black and minority pcople at ihe 
Stonehurst SchcM?] site are those 
for “laborers,” typically the 
lowest paid jobs with the least 
room for bnth salary improve- 
itlÊnl or lemming a viable Lrade.

Thé experts fourtrl that rising 
workl agrieultural output bas 
brought iittle benefit to the 
hungry abrnad, according to The 
Ne iv York Tim es, 

In the U-Sr. inflatiOn nas 
exarted a heavy tol! on the poor 
and the aged, One expert report- 
ed, "Over the past three to four 
vaars. our nation's needy have

1 fami¬ 
lies have been buying cheaper 
types of fond, the option ss not 
available to tlie poor hecause the 
coat of the ebeaper type loods has 
i nc rea setl d isproportion ately. 

The report is based on inter¬ 
views aanong a sample of low 
income families around the coun¬ 
try, It cited families that had 
awitebed lts buying dog fooc! for 
protein, anti others with Iittle or 
no food in their home and Iittle or 
no money lo buy any. Thé 
folÈowing excerpt? from the re¬ 
port provide clear examples of 
thé es tent of the problem:

"Several Ind ian families wc ré 
found surviving on chocolate bars 
and stale coffee.

One reasoLi for the poor getting

Üakland. on the other hand, 
remembers — and fears, In this 
city, where over 65 per cent of the 
school children are Black —the 
district atopped taking count a 
few years ago—the Foster aasas- 
siniition eontinues to stir incredu- 
lity and concern, Securjty guards 
n0w flpnk the school administra- 
tionbuilding,and'‘eveiylhing the 
district was dobig," accftrding to 
One teacher's Union official, “has 
coine to 0 stop," Interviews with 
a wide spectrum of peopie in 
Oakland's Black community show 
u range of emotions—and suspi- 
dons—over the Foster killing. As 
one parem active in school afïairs 
put it, ‘'Most people keep sajing 
'Why in the World wou ld they 
w r ant to kil] blm?’ They dorTt feel 
he was doing sogreat of a job, but 
why would it be tbey wou ld want 
to kili him?" 

These people share a convic- 
tion that Foster was a particular 
target of particular power inter- 
esUi £or particular reasons, only 
vaguely understood, and not the 
rep sons gïven by the SLA, 

"J think he was killed by 
White — right wing. I think he was 
killed by people with mnney and 
power, and 1 think he was 
because when i)r. Föster name te 
Oskland, he was sent here to 
keep the Black foLkg qutal. And 
he was not doing what he was 


sent bene to do." This according 
to Darlene Lawson, leader of the 
most vocai com munity group 
around the schools, 

The hationaï media have by 
and largo taken the SLA's first 
communiqué at face valuo, de- 
pietmg the assassination os the 
wörk of a paramilitary leftist 
group. According to thé message 
of November 7, Ma reus Foster 
was an enemy of the people— u 
Black neo-colonialist through 
whori the government planned to 
test out, on a pilat scale, a systein 
of police surveillance in the 
Berkeley-Oakland schools. 

Th o SLA communiqué did 
pinpoint a real issue in Onkland — 
one that had arouséd the strong- 
est oppOsition to the school 
admmiatration si nee Foster's ur- 
rivah At its center was a proposal 
aubmitled by Foster and the 
School Board in Sopte mber 
UÜ73) lothe Caljfomia Council on 
Criïïiinal Justice fthe CCCJ| 
requesting money to hïre armed 
SOCUrity guards, and place what 
they called “control personner" 
in seven target schools, where 
records on pil students would be 
monitored by the CCCJ, and all 
offenses by students {including) 
truaney) would be reported to the 
Oaklpnd police. 

In thé piecemepl unfolding of 
rumor, speculdtion and fpet a- 
round the SLA in recent wééks, 
one piece of e vide nee has e- 
merged that uudermines the 
whoïe SLA line. Tw r p San Francia- 
co reporters quoted left sources 
whodaimed to have been close to 
thé SLA, fis saying that Foster 
was cbosen as u target for 
assusination in the sumruer, we II 
before the proposal to fimd police 
in the schools had oven been 
made.

ïf these sou rees are correct, 
they suggest- that Foster was the 
target of a contract, and that the 
police-on-campus issue was not 
the real reason behind hïs death 
at uil. 

Foster's assassination was 
widely seen as a blow against the 
Black community. Th is reaction 
mirrors the peculianties of Oak- 
lund where. in contrast to the 
facade of a stodgy. White conser- 
vative Republican machine, poli¬ 
tics in tbe mostly Black flatiands, 
tbe inner city, is intensely active, 
localized and soif-contained, and 
light years apart from the radical 
rhetoric of ncighbortng Berkéley. 

Tf there are those who feel that 
Foster s assa ssina tion will scare 
peftple away from the ia^ue, they 
are wrong, Mrs. Lawson predicts. 
Ironically, it was Foster’s own 
emphasis on community invoive- 
ment that halped make this so. 
"Parem involvement was hts 
thing," she esplatned. "Fvcn 
though he didn't expect parent 
in vol veenoot to get out of hand. 
Sü he did prèach parent involv r e- 
ment. And some of thfem have 
becoiue involved, more than the 
System would Üke tlicin to be.

There is no prooi or evidente 
of wrongdoing agaimrt the 12 
men, no disciplinary hearing bas 
been held and, in fact, they have 
done nqthing wrong. Brulhury 
Sam ilillinn, Elmore McLemore, 
Louis Viser, Sylvester Mingo, 
Edward Clay, Lonitie Arsberry, 
Fred Gore, Boris Flowers. John- 
ny Veal, Harold B rum field, 
Willlam Redwine and Brud 
Greene are the victïms of this 
illegal lock-up. 

In a letter sent to the 
intercommiina] Survival Com- 
mittee here by the inmfltes of 
Stateville* they assert that a 
peaceful prisoner boycott of the

On May 10, a peaceful protest 
began in Stateville to reduce 
inflated eoromissary prices. The 
éommissftry pro vides the pri- 
soners with cigarettefl, candy 
and other sniall items such afi 
toiletries. They are at the mercy 
of the commiasary's eiploilative 
priees, 

The protest boycott also seeks 
to alter exlsting commissary 
procedure* that do pot provide 
the resident* las Stateville in- 
mates prefer to be cal led I with 
adequate, realistic meun* of 
kcéping track of the money in 
their accounts. Many prisoners 
foei that the prison admi nis tra¬ 
ite officials and its em¬ 


ployees have been slealing 
money from the imnute popu- 
lalioil, 

The prisoners are not legally 
hound to use the coimnissary ao 
the warden can not teke wide- 
scale meusures ngainat them for 
their refusal to du yo. tnstead he 
is puninhing the leaders in an 
altempt to cocrce the inmates 
and break the boydbtt, 

The illegal dclention of the 
brqthers by Warden Cannon is y 
violation of the Fifth, Sisth and 
Hth Amendments of the U S. 
Cunslitution. □

tee. WiMiam Hurst, the only 
White defendant in the Brothers' 
case, was found de ad, hanging in 
his ccll in the Wyandotta County 
Jail on May 9. 1974. 

The IBQ/DC has received a 
contribtltlon of money from 
friends of Willlam Hurst who 
believe he did not -commit suïcide 
as his jailors claim. The L’ommit- 


lee will corduct an indepcndei^t 
autopsy with the money as part of 
itfl investigation. 

Therc are aeveral reasons to 
believe that Hurst 's death w r as 
not suidde. Although he had 
attemptèd suïcide while in jail in 
the pust he secmed to have left 
that part of his character behind, 
Ef, indeed. he did take his own 
Life, it was only becuase of the 
extreme opprassive conditions he 
faced in the Wyandotte County 
Jail, which is located in Kansas 
City, Kanaa*. 

While at Leavenworth. Wilbam 
Hurst came to understand the 
binding oppression of America

Environmental-related diseu- 
ses listerl by Dr, W r ilEiams wero 
drug addicüon. rat bite sickness, 
iron doficionoy anemia and lead 
poisioning. Cominenting on tead 
poisoning, Williams noted, "It is 
clear that lead poisoning is as 
much a disease as rhoumatic 
fovor. end to the ostent that both 
irtvölve the Black race inor- 
dinately more than other ethnic 
gTöups, they are Black-related 
diseases.'' 

His research reveals at least 
sevon disea^os. including cystir 
fïbrosis and skin cartcer, to which 
Black people demonstrate a high 
degree of resisianco.

In I972 r Hard wiek silc- 
ceeded in gettsng all the charges 
and the sentenco overturned in

Ho we ver, the state purpPsofully 
tor^k cight inonihs [from Septem¬ 
ber, 1972. üntil March 13. 1973} 
to retry Hard wiek and illegally 
reindicted him tb ree years later 
-fnr allegedJy robbing another 
bank cuatomer and firing a gun at 
stili an other persen. 

At his secemd trial, with an 
ölJ- White jury, and at which he 
again had ineffeclive legal cour]- 
sel.

When we formed the Party, we 
did 90 because we wan Led to pul 
theory and practica ioReLher, in a 
sy stoma lic manner. We did this 
through our basic Ten PoLnt 
Program. In acluality it was a 
£ü-Pooit Program, with the prac- 
tice eipressed in ' L What We 
Want" and the theory expressed 
in Jl What We Bedeve." Thl? 
program was designed to serve as 
a basis for a structureel politscal 
vehicle. 

The aetions wa engaged in at 
that time were strictly sLraEegic 
aclionSg for pohtical ptirposes. 
They we re designed to mohilize 
the cDiïimunity, Any action which 
does nol mobiiize the community 
toward the goal is nol a rovolu- 
tionary action. The action might 
be u marvelous statement of 
courage, but if it does not 
mobiSize thé people tow r ard the 
goal of a high er manifestatiun of 
freedoin, it is nol making a 
politica! statement and coutd 
even be counterrevrjiutionary. 

We realized at & very early 
point in omr development, that 
révolution is a process. It is not o 
particular action, nor is it a 
oondusion. It is a process. This is 
why when feudalism wiped out 
slaverVj feudalism was revolu- 
tionary. This is why when capita- 
ligm wiped out feudalism, Capi¬ 
tal] sm was revolutionary, The 
concrete analy&is of enneretfi 
cónditions will reveal the troe 
nature of the situation and in- 
creaso our onderstanding, This 
procesa moves in a dialectica) 
manner and we undèrstund the 
stmggle of the oppraites hased 
upun their unity. 

Many times people say Lhat our 
Ten-Point Program is reformist; 
but they ignore the fact that 
revolution \ s a proces s. W e le ft the 
program npemended, sn that it 
Ëtnild develup and people could

identify with it. We did not offer 
it to them as a conciusion; we 
of/ered it as a vehicle to move 
thern lo u higher level. fn their 
quesl for freedom, and in their 
attempts to prevent the oppressor 
from stripping them oï all the 
Ihings they need to esist, the 
people see thitigs as moving 
from A to B to C; they do not see 
ihïngs us moving from A to Z, In 
other words they have to see firsl 
some basic accomplishmfnts, in 
order lo realize that major 
successes are possible. Much. of 
the time the revolutionary. wiil 
have to guide thein into this 
understanding. Bul he can never 
lahe them from A to Z in one 
jump, becuusc it is too fur ahead. 
rherqfore, when the revolu¬ 
tionary begins tn indulge in Z. or 
final conclusionsK the people do 
noL relate to him. Therefore he is 
no ionger a revolutionary, if 
revolution is a procéss. This 
inakes any action or fundi on 
which does not prOmOte the 
proeess nünrevolutionary. 

When the Party went lu 
Kacramenlo, when the Party 
faced dow r n the poheemen in front 
of the office of Kamparts maga¬ 
zine, ami when the Party patrol- 
Iet! the police with arms, we werê 
acting {in at a time w r hen 

people had given up the philo- 
sophy of nonviolent direct adion 
and ware beginning to deal with 
sterner stuff, We wanted them to 
see the virtues of disriplmed and 
org&niited amied self-defense, 
rather ihan spontaneous and dis- 
organieed outhreaks and riots. 
Th ere were Police Alert Patrols 
ad over the country, but we were 
the fïrst armed police patrol. We 
c&iled ouraelves the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party for Self Defense. In alt 
nf this we had politic al and 
revolutionary objectives in mind. 
hut we knew that we could nol 
suceecd without thé suppOrl of 
the people. Our strutegy wus 
hased on a consistent ideology, 
which hdped us to utidersLand 
the conditions around us. We

knew lhat the law was nol- prê- 
pared for whal we were dloing and 
polkemen were so shocked that 
they didn't knnw what to do. We 
saw Ihe people feit a new 
prirteand strength because of the 
example we yot for them; and 
they began to look toward the 
vehicle we were building for 
answers. 

hater we dropped the term 
“Self-Defense" from our name 
and juat bacame the Black 
Panther Party. We discouraged 
actions like Sacramento and 
police ohservalions hecause we 
recogniznd that these were nol 
the thïngs to do in every 
sjtuation, or on ëvèry occasion. 
We never calléd these revolu- 
Li'Onary actions. The Only time an 
action is revolutionary is when 
Ihe people relate to it in a 
revolutionary way. tf they will not 
use the example you set, then no 
matter how many guns ynu hove, 
your action is nol revolutionary. 

The gun ïtself is m>t nere.ssBrJy 
revolutionary, because the fas- 
cists carry guns —in faet they 
havé more guns. A lol of so-calïcd 
revolutionariea simply do not 
undèrstand the statement by 
Chairman Mao that +L folitkal 
power grows out of the barrel of a 
gun." They ihought Chairman 
Mao said politica! power is the 
gun, but the emphasis is ün 
grotfs. The cuimmation of politï- 
Cftt power is the ownership and 
control of the land and the 
institutions thereon, so that you 
c&n then gel rid of the gun. That 
is why Chairman Mao roek es the 
statement that. "We are advo¬ 
cates of the abolition of war, we 
do not want war, but war eau only 
be aboliahed through war, and in 
order to get rid of thé gun, it is 
necessary to take up the gun/' 
He is always spaakïng of getting 
rid of it. If he did nol look at it in 
those torras, then he surely would 
not be revolutionary. In olhet 
words. the gun by all revolution- 
ary prindples is a tooi to bë used 
in our atrategy; it is not an end in 
itself. This was a part of the 
original visión of the Black Panthr 
Parly,

Prime Minister lm Smith has 
armnuncod plans to bold nution- 
wida eleetiöns al the end of the 
month in a ckar attempL to obtain 
a mandata frorn those of the 6 
mi U ion Khodesians who are per- 
mitled to vota. Smith's regime 
fares rough time* ahead in view 
taf the inevitable inde pende nee of 
neighboring Mozambique and the 
growing tension and resisLance 
from Lhe country 's over w hal- 
mingty Black population. 

Smith is op paren tl > worried 
that when Mozambique, which 
shares a long border wilh 
Khodesia, gains its independente 
trom Portugal's new regime, his 
country' will al most certainly be 
under attack trom Black guerrilla 
fortos büsed in Mozambique. 

The iiberation. organizaLions of 
Rhodeaia (ZimbabweI, the Zim¬ 
babwe Afriean National Union 
[ZANUl and the Zimbabwe 
Afriean Feople’s Union |ZAPU(, 
have prima ril y been hased in 
Zambia, which lias lo the north of 
Khodesia, Their revoJuLiOnary 
warfare bas hoen d enting den tb 
blows to Rhodesian forcos as wcll 
as a Èarge South Afriean police 
contingent sent in lo help contrei 
the guemllaa. 

Smith reaJizes that n libcrated 
Mozambique wül ai most certainly 
prövide a strategie haven fór 
ZANU and ZAPU. Smith alao 
realizes that FREL1MO, the revo- 
lulionpry Front for the Liberation 
of Mozambique, wil! most iOtely 
turn its conssderable energies 
toward assisting in the Jiberalion 
of their Black brothcrS and sisters 
in Rnodosia onre Mozambique is 
liberated. 

Moreovnr, Smitb's landlocked 
Hhodesia isbeavily de ponden t on 
the Mozambique pc»rtof Beira 
and Lourenco Marqués for its 
imports and axports. Mis oniy 
oiher outleL tothe soa is via South 
Africa, and that route runs 
through Bkck-papulated Bots¬ 
wana. Clearly, Smith needs ft 
frjendly Mozambique, bilt a 
detente het waan Rhodetda ünd 
libarated Mozambican gnvern- 
mant is doubtful. 

Smith's ral! fer genera I eloc- 
t in ris on June 30 came on Lhe 
heels ofanother breakdown in bis 
negoiLsitons with Rhndesian 
BJacks. He had b-eers holding tolks 
for mónths with representaties 


of the Afriean National CouncH 
(ANC) in an af fort to raacb & 
comprontising agr nament be- 
tween the White mmority Gov¬ 
ernment and the overwhelming 
Black majority of the Rhodesieui 
pêOplè who want fair represan- 
lalion in govornmont, 

Smith only angages in these 
talks ta seek a beteer method of 
contïnuing to segregaic and 
QpprëSS the Black Afriean popu- 
iation in lhe country. Ha hopas 
that an in significant forntal a- 
greement eould act as a front for 
mending broker relations with 
Rritain, possibly leadiug to the 
legilimizing of lhe present illagal

After he finishes tiigh school in 
August, Moailin plans to ride 
t?ack into the desert lands, to

harsh ness of desert life, buL they 
are enÉhu si astic and they are 
young, so it shrniLd go wal! with 
them,' 1 said Moallin. 

Tl^e students are to be grouped 
in teams of 10 and. undér the 
supervisLon of adults, they ure to 
aitach themselvcs to nomadic 
clans and move Lhrough tlie 
pasturelands.

QUESTIQN' We would üke to 
have your impressions of the 
recent events in Portugal and the 
o% r erlhrow of Caetano by, the 
Junta of National Salvalion, Wbat 
do you think this wi 11 me&n for the 
Portuguese colonieK and terri- 
tories iti Africa? 

SALIM; Things in Portugal are 
nüt goïng to be the aame agnin. 
Irrcspectïve óf whötever attitude 
the new govermnent in Portugal 
takes, nhviously the changes in 
Portugal are a viciory for the 
liberation movements, ft is noL-a 
secret to say that the chartges 
havo been precipitatéd by the 
recognitiën on the part of the 
members of the armed farces that 
they can never win the war in 
Africa, 

This recognitiën could only 
have eome obout as a result of the 
slruggle whieb has been heroi- 
cally wagud by the liberalion 
movements in the temtorics-, 
Furthermore. it is quite dear that 
w bate ver happens, the fact that 
the re is a dialogue going on in 
Portugal itself, between the dif¬ 
ferent sectors nf public opinion 
— free dialogue gepred tmvards 
the fut ure of Portuguese policieu 
in Angola, Mozambique and 
thoee sectors of Guinea-Bissau 
that are stil] under Portuguese 
occupation — is again healthy. 

And in Ibis conneclion I should 
menlion the very, very vocal 
position — very, very right posi- 
tïon — maintained by the Socia- 
liflts and the Communist» and 
rtther sectors of public opinion iu 
Portugal ca Hing for dccokjni- 
zulroo, In addition to a!3 that, I 
would say that it is Quito cloar 
thal given the eurrent trends in 
Europe one ran look forward with 


optimism to the struggle in 
Huuthern Africa heing rewarded 
with victory at a much quicker 
paee than hitherlo hys been the 
case, 

But having said al] thal, I think 
it is important nol to confuse the 
demoeraiization of the Portu- 
guese society with Ihe dein o- 
cratization of the cdonial situa- 
tion. FREI1MO jliberfition move- 
inent of Mozambique! bas said 
that just as much as ene cannot 
talk in tfimis of liberalism in a 
fascist society one caniiot lalk in 
ferms of democracy in a colünial 
situatiën, Therefore, Ihe only 
thing t h at ca n be acceptable to lhe 
people of the sreas—Angola, 
Mozambique — is lolal indepen- 
dcnce and total freedom. 

Any ambigu it les and any con- 
fuaion on ihe part of the new 
Portuguese authorities en this 
question wjll only lead to the pro- 
longation of inilitary warfare, 
They must come out very clearly 


and accept the right of the people 
to self-delerrninalion and inde^ 
pendence and negotiate with the 
liberalion movements -genuine 
negoliationg with the liberation 
movements, 

QUESTION; Do yüü IhLnk that 
there ts any thing that the U.N. cun 
do, either through the Committee 
of 24 or through Ihe secretary- 
general's offices or any other 
force witbin the U.N. lv help 
bring press ure on Ihe Portu- 
guese? 

SALTM: I think that the most 
effecti ve pressure could only be 
on the part of Ihose w p ho are 
Portuguese allies. The countries 
of the .North Atlantic Treaty 
ürganization, the countries of the 
Furopean Economie Cummunity, 
in general the countries of 
western Europe and the United 
States. These are the COünlries to 
which our appeal must go,

Presidtng over the Coitfercnce, 
Commdê Machd in his opening 
remark? definod the politica]-his¬ 
torica I context in which the 
Conference was heing held, ana- 
ly^ing the origin&nf the alïenation 
of women and rndicating the Sine 
that must be followed tö obtain 
succes? in the stmggle for the 
emancipaties of Mozambican 
women. 

A. lengthy discussinn was held 
conccrning the activities of 
Mozambican women engaged in 
armee! ftction. the FRELIMO 
Women’s Uetachment, Among 
their tasks are armed struggle 
and mobilizaïiun: organizing and 
defenditig the people: transpor- 
ting materinls; assuring produc- 
tion: rccruitment and securily, as 
wel! as work in nurscry schools. 

The role of women in the tradi¬ 
tional and colonial society was 
sccn as a major detriment to 
Mozambican women ’a involve- 
ment in all aspects of the revolu- 
tsunary struggle. The Conference 
pobited out that there is a 
psychological factor that influ- 
encea the majority of the women 
coinrades and inakcs the ex ecu- 
tlon of their tasks difficult: an in- 
feriOrïty Complex. 

Analyzing Lhis complex . in 
depth, the Conference discovered 
that its origins lie in u combinö- 
tion of the traditional system of 
eduèation and the colonial 
system. It was shown lhat f 
throughout hor life, in different 
phases of her growlh, woman is 
subjected tö what are cal led 
"rites of imtialion" which have 
the overall affect of instüling in 
the w'uman a siibmissive attitude 
toward men and teach her that 
her place in society is secondary. 

The Conference pointed out 
that these rites of initïation are 
merely exemp3an r of the existrng 
concept of woinc?n's positicin in 
traditional society. Attdther of 
these esen^plary concopts dis- 
cussed was the brtde price, 
whereby a man pays money Or 
goods to “purchase" a wife and 
which the Conference declared, 
"reducea the woman to q inere 
ohject that is bought and sold, 
and which couverts her into a 
simplu object of pleasure and 
roproductïon iu the eyes ot her 
purehaser — her hnsband..."
